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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Surry: 


I herewith submit my third annual report as super- 
intendent of schools: 


A number of very important changes have taken 
place during the past year which should do much to im- 
prove the educational opportunities of our New Hamp- 
shire children. The legislature passed several major acts 
which are destined to change the course of education in 
the state. The cooperative school district act makes it 
possible for local school districts, through local initiative, 
to join together to establish more effective school units. At 
the present time there are ten or twelve areas throughout 
the state studying the advantages of forming as many co- 
operative school districts. Most of the community areas 
are in urgent need of new buildings. Communities within 
easy commuting distances may construct one building 
that will take care of the needs of all the districts. The re- 
sult will be a school large enough to offer more for boys 
and girls who attend it. It will be large enough to assure 
adequate training in all the fundamentals and at the 
same time provide opportunity for specialized work in art, 
music, practical arts, and recreation. It will be large 
enough to attract and hold well-trained teachers and per- 
sonnel. 


Another act granted school districts temporary emer- 
gency exemptions from certain provisions of the Muni- 
cipal Bond Statute. The previous law limited school dis- 
tricts to bonded indebtedness not exceeding two per cent 
of assessed valuation of taxable property of the district. 
The new act allows five per cent in any instance and up 
to eight per cent if a strong case can be made to a board of 
investigation and the governor and council. The original 
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bonding act was passed many years ago when construc- 
tion costs were relatively low and when $5,000 would buy 
considerable school housing. Two per cent of an assessed 
valuation of a quarter of a million dollars would amount 
to only $5,000, which would not go far toward building a 
school house today. Under the old law there were only a 
few of the larger cities that would have been able to build 
any kind of a school house at present prices, due to the 
two per cent limitation. The new act with its special pro- 
vision will make it possible for practically any community 
in the state to raise enough money to build a school house 
even under today’s high prices. 

The act which means the most to us directly is the 
so-called equalization act which is an act to equalize edu- 
cational opportunities and to improve the public elemen- 
tary and high schools of New Hampshire. This act, which 
increases state financial aid to local school districts ap- 
‘proximately 400 per cent, is really an amendment to the 
old state aid act which was based entirely on the needs 
of the various school districts. 

The new plan is based on the town’s ability to pay 
and sets up a required minimum program which all towns 
must equal before being eligible for any state aid. An- 
other feature of this revised act is that of general aid to 
all districts based on a set amount for every elementary 
and secondary pupil in average daily membership during 
the preceding year. This new state aid bill has enabled us 
to offer more to your children without asking for a greatly 
increased amount from taxation. 


Last June the State Board of Education set up a 
minimum salary schedule. The increased amount of state 
aid enabled us to bring our salary into line with the reg- 
ulation without asking for more money. 


School costs, in line with everything else, continue to 
rise. We have tried to keep our demands to a reasonable 
limit but certain items will have to be increased in spite 
of careful planning. 


Our transportation system is not too ideal at the pres- 
ent time. Several changes will need to be made before 
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another school year. The route to the North end is being 
made with a standard passenger car which requires two 
and sometimes three trips depending upon the number of 
children living in that area. We have had changes in fam- 
ilies that have necessitated changing the number of trips 
several times during the past two years. If one vehicle of 
sufficient capacity to carry all the children in this area in 
one trip could be provided it would result in greater effi- 
ciency. As it is now, those children coming on the first trip, 
must leave home much earlier than those coming on the 
third trip. It also means that some of the children must 
get home later in the afternoon than those who are able 
to go on the first trip. There will be more children on the 
Hill route another year because of new families moving in 
and younger children coming of school age. The present 
vehicle is not of sufficient capacity to handle the expected 
number of pupils, which means that there will either have 
to be two trips or another vehicle added. In either case it 
will mean an increase in the cost of transportation in that 
area. We also have isolated cases, children who live on 
roads not served by one of our two regular transportation 
routes. Special provision must be made to get these chil- 
dren into school. In some cases it is possible for the chil- 
dren to go on the bus to Keene, but in other cases this is 
not possible or feasible. So careful planning must be made 
of our transportation system before another year. 


The Keene School Board voted an increase for high 
school tuition of twenty per cent, making the rate for 
next year $120 per pupil. The State average jumped from 
$123 to $138 last year. 


Your building committee is continuing to meet and 
plan for a new building. Conditions at the present time 
are not right for any type of construction but when the 
time does arrive that construction is possible the com- 
mittee hopes to be ready with some workable plans. The 
school district should continue to lay aside a sum of money 
each year so that when construction is started a sufficient 
sum will be available so that a large bond issue will not 
be necessary. 
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We are including a sum of money in the budget this 
year for the purpose of re-shingling the schoolhouse roof. 
It has been necessary to patch a great many places to Keep 
the roof from leaking during the year, only a complete 
new roof will remedy the situation.

On the above statistical report one may see that our 
tardiness record in Surry is very poor, an average of better 
than 3% tardinesses per pupil for the year. This is prac- 
tically three times as great as the state average and is 
much too high. All of these tardinesses are actual tardi- 
nesses and not due to late busses, but are children who 
walk to school and either start too late or loiter on the 
way. Parents should make sure that their children are 
started to school in plenty of time in the morning to get 
to school before the bell rings and should try to instill in 
them the desire for punctuality.
